In moving troops pliwee re-
llable, competent and skilled marksmen
on the flanks of the command and arm
your tile clogers with lopded guns umd in-
struel them that by cuse ol ultick upon
the eolumn by stones o misslles, where
the attacking party cannot be reached
the moen thus selected shall earefully note
the man attacking the column and being
certaln of his mun, tive anpon him with-
out turther orders. For the execullon af
this duty releet none but absolutely re-
liable men who will make no mistake. On
a general mob, if resisted, use your bay-
onets and butts vigorously, If at all
nosglble Lhefore resorting to volley Heing.

The president was given an hour's
start ahead of his purty In order that
he might visit the ¢lub house and don
a hunting costume. Several timesg the
party caught up with him, and finally
he and Senator Proctor entered the
woods and became lost to view., Dark-
ness was coming on when the party
returned here, and soon after thelr ar-
rival Secretary Cortelyou-telephioned In
that the president huad shot a boar.

ATTACK ON CARUPANO.

Venezuelan Rebels Driven Off, but
Town Fears New Assault.
By Exclusive Wire from The Associated Press

Kingston, Jamalea, Aug, 20.—The Ger-
man steamship Polaria, which arrived
here today from Venezuelan ports, re-
ports that last Friday, August 22, while
she was at Carupano, Venezuela, 700
rebels uttacked that place stublbornly
and got inside the town. They were
met by 1,000 government troops under
Ueneral Velutinl, Severe fighting, last-
Ing the whole day, followed, and ended
in the disorderly retreat of the rebels,
several of them belng killed or wounded.

Bullets repeatedly struck the steam-
ship and the lives of her crew being
in danger Capt. Hoff communicated
with Gen. Veluntinl and asked for pro-
tection, The general replied that the
Polarla must clear out, as she had no
right ta be there. Her captain refused
to leave the port and telegraphed to the
German cruiser Gazelle, Capt. Grafor-
eolia, at La Guayra, nsking for im-
mediate protection.

The Gazelle arvived at Cn‘rupunn on
Sunday morning and protected the
Polarla whlile the steamship proceeded
to tiuke In cargo. This work was com-
pleted on Monday night and the Polaria
suailed under the protection of the Ger-
man cruiser, which also left Carupano.

When the Polarin left Carupano the
Venezuelan government officers there
were In fear of nnother and more ser-
lous attack on the place, Trade was
completely crippled and many atrocities
were reported,
